Out of Moscow—Engagement Between

PARIS. May 25.—The omnibus drivers 


of the city have struck for a working 
day of twelve hours.

PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS. 


A Well-Known Fiimncler Ordered Out of 


the City of Moscow. 


LONDON, May 25.—The Moscow corre- 


spondent of The Times says: The well- 
known Jewish financier. Herr Goldberg- 
er, director of the International Bank of 
Berlin, who recently arrived here to es- 
tablish a branch of the Berlin house, was 
ordered by the police to quit the city in 
twenty-four hours. Some friends of the 
financier got the order rescinded, but 
Herr Goldterger departed in disgust. A 
committee has been formed to provide 
distressed Jews with railway 
tickets. 


The bulk of the Russian people disap- 
prove of the expulsions which continue, 
although the committee prevents tbe in- 
human enforcement of the decree. The 
chthlren of free Jews are warned that 
unless they obtain a university decree by 
th« «ge of 21 years, they will be expelled, 
although entrance to the universities is 
now practically barred.

How many persona who wield a billiard 


cue are aware of the time, trouble and ex 
penscof making the tvory spheres f The 
billiard ball, In its natural state, IB tht 
princioal means of defense for an elephant 
In time the elephant falls a victim to the 
venturesome hunter, and he parts with hi« 
tusks, which are the most valuable of all 
his possessions to commerce 
Most of the 


tusks find their way to London, which is 
the great sales mart for ivory There, twice 
a year—spring and fall—the buyers of ivorj 
gather 
There are different grades of Ivory, and 


only the finer kinds are suitable for mak 
Ing billiard balls. The beat comes from 
the small tusks, which are from four to 
ilz Inches in diameter at the thickest end 
These are sawed into blocks, each section 
being large enough to allow of the turn 
Ing of a single ball 


The factories devoted to the billiard ball 


indnnfiry In this country usually receive 
the ivory In this shape, the sections bemp 
marked so that the turners know from 
what part of the task each piece comes 
and in this way can calculate as to its 
grain and quality 
It takes a long time to 


produce a perfect ball, and only stilled 
labor is employed 


The exact center of the ball is first dis 


covered by means of measurement 
The 


block Is then placed in a socket, and one 
half of the ball la turned by an instrument 
made of the finest and sharpest edged 
steel 
The half turned ball is then hung 


up ill a net for a short while, then the sec 
ond half is turned, and the ball hung up 
as before In a room, the temperature oi 
which is kept at from 60 degs to TO degs 
The roughly turned ball is kept in this 
position for about a year. Then cornea 
the polishing, whitening, etc. A great 
deal of hard rubbing is also necessary, as 
the ball before being used should be as neai 
a certain weight as possible, and measure 
2J£ inches In diameter. It has been found 
impossible to get two balls exactly the 
same weight 
Very often they will be 


heavier on one side than on the other, and 
frequently they split right through the 
center This is due to decay 


In the window of one of the large maim 


factories of billiard balls in thia city lies a 
tusk about two feet long It was pur 
chased some years ago, and while being 
saved in two the saw came in contact with 
an obstruction. It proved to beanflo bul 
let, which had penetrated the elephant 
when quite young, for the whole inside of 
the tusk bad a decayed appearance. 


The price of ivory for making billiard 


balls has greatly increased within the past 
few years, and the demand exceeds the 
supply 
The Bmnswick-Balke Billiard 


compaay has offered (10,000 for a perfect 
substitute for ivory, but nothing thus far 
has been Invented that combines the elas 
ttdty and durability of the ivory ball 
Not until after It is placed on the table is 
tha real Ufa of the billiard ball shown 
The pores In the ivory may close, and then 
U the ball is kept In a hot room it is likely 
to crack, or it may crack by reason of con 
cossion. with other balls. This is one of 
the great difficulties to contend against. 
To overcome this the balls should be kept 
at as even a temperature as possible. 


When a billiard boll is flrat used it occu- 


pies the flrat rank. A crack may soon be 
exposed and then it is returned to the fac- 
tory. The nick la shaved off, and it conies 
back slightly smaller In size. It may then
